The  number  of  deaths  was  29. 


This  year  would  appear  to  have  been  a  particularly  healthy  one 


for  Watchet.  There  were  no  notifications  of  the  usual  disease  received, 
and  there  was  only  one  fresh  case  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs.  The 
actual  amount  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  town  is  equal  to  the  lowest  we  have 
had  in  25  years*  Actually  the  disease  has  been  gradually  growing  less  for 
a  number  of  years. 


The  Free  Clinic  in  Swain  Street  run  by  Dr.  Rillick  and  myself 


was  closed  as  having  fulfilled  its  function,  which  was  largely  for 
Anti-Dip.  Immunisation,  the  control  of  Scabies,  and  sorting  out  and  treating 
the  multiple  rashes  from  which  children  were  then  suffering. 

The  Scabies  is  now  very  small  in  amount,  and  a  large  number  of 
children  have  been  Immunised. 


No  new  houses  have  been  built  in  the  town  during  the  year 


Although  there  is  some  overcrowding  in  the  town  it  is  greatly  reduced, 
and  is  small  in  amount.

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  water  supply.
